How a Qnick-irittecl Mate Saved an Ameri- 


can Man o* War. 


An officer of the United States Navy 


relates the following as illustrating 
some of the perils of gunnery at sea: 


"I am glad to see you again, and all 


the more so, because, without knowing 
it, I came very near going up in the 
air in small bits on this last squadron 
cruise. We were at heavy gun practice 
at sea, and but for the quickness of a 
gunner's mate would never have re- 
turned. As you probably know, the 
heavy guns in the turrets are fired by 
electricity, the gun being 'discharged 
simply by pressing a button. 
The of- 


ficer in command of the forward turret 
on our ship during rapid-firing prac- 
tice was just about to press the but- 
ton to fire one of our big guns, when 
a gunner's mate was seen to grab at 
something on the wall of the turret and 
then fall in a heap on the floor. The 
officer pressed the button, but the gun 
was not discharged. When the mate 
came to he was asked what had happen- 
ed, and he informed the officer that the 
breech of the gun had not been locked 
and that what he grabbed at on the 
wall was the wires forming the elec- 
tric firing circuit. When he saw that 
the officer was prepared to fire the gun 
and at the same time observed that the 
breach of the gun was not locked, the 
only thing that occurred to him to 
prevent the gun being discharged was 
to destroy the circuit, which he die 
promptly and effectively. 
When all 


this occurred there was a charge of 25C 
pounds of powder iu the gun. another 
charge of the same size In the turret 
ready to be served, and the passageway 
leading to the powder magazine was 
wide open. But for the quickness of 
the gunner's mate the gun would have 
been discharged, the 
breech block 


would have been blown out inside the 
turret, the gases from 
the 
burning 


powder would probably have ignited 
the charge lying in the turret, this ex- 
plosion would have ignited the powder 
in the magazine, and the chances are 
that the whole ship, crew and all would 
have gone up in the air. A thought 
that has occurred to me is this: Sup- 
pose the accident had occurred, what 
do you imagine the \enlict of a board 
of inquiry as to the cause of the loss 
of the ship would have been? 
Since 


this experience the Department 
has 


adopted electrical means to prevent the 
discharge of any of the large guns until 
the breech is locked."

Filipino 


One of the American soldiers gave 


tie following interesting account of the 
situation in the Philippines shortly af- 
ter the first engagement with the na- 
tives:— 


"The Filipino method of figating 


seemed somewhat peculiar to us. I saw 
several night engagements, which be- 
gan precisely as the engagement of Sat- 
urday, February 4, id reported to have 
begun. It was the custom of the Fil- 
ipinos at some time during the night 
to open fire on the Spanish lines and 
keep it up for two or three hours. The 
Spaniards from their works would re- 
ply in the same manner, and a large 
amount of ammunition would be ex- 
pended by both sides with little result, 
beyond a few men wounded and pos- 
sibly one or two killed. Such fights 
as these were of almost nightly occur- 
rence, and I have no doubt that it 
was a fight of this kind that the Fil- 
ipinos began on the night of Febru- 
ary 4. 


"According 
to their custom 
they 


probably considered it over when they 
stopped firing, and never for one mo- 
ment supposed that the 
Americans 


would continue the battle 
the next 


morning and advance to the attack. 
When that happened they were not 
only surprised, but utterly unprepared. 
They had never been in the habit of 
fighting or seeing civilized troops fight 
outside of intrenchments. and it was 
beyond their comprehension that sol- 
diers could be got to advance across 
the open and attack fortified positions. 
The experience was similar to nothing 
in their history, and the lesson, while 
it was a severe one, was necessary and 
had a most salutary effect on all future 
dealings between the Americans and 
the natives. The belief that the Amer- 
icans were afraid because they treated 
the Filipinos fairly was rudely dispell- 
ed. 
It probably became apparent to 


them that the American troops are not 
to be trifled with, and that the com- 
manding officers w£re thoroughly able 
to enforce their orders."

Treei and Thunderstorm*. 


It is useful to know what kind of 


trees are most likely to be struck by 
lightning, because trees afford shelter 
in thunderstorms, though a dangerous 
refuge, and they often grow near 
buildings.

Chicken Cholera for the Rabbit Pest. 
Pasteur suggested that the microbes 


o'f chicken cholera might be effective 
in suppressing the rabbit pest of Aus- 
tralia. One of the chief reasons why 
the remedy was not tried was the re- 
luctance of New South Wales to intro- 
duce a new and unknown disease, an 
objection that has now been removed 
by Mr. C. J. Pound, government bac- 
teriologist, who has discovered chicken 
cholera both in Queensland and New 
South Wales. Tests of this method of 
destroying rabbits have lately 
been 


made with results so encouraging that 
permission to use it is likely to be 
granted to'farmers and others. Cal- 
culations show that two gallons of 
broth containing microbes of chicken 
cholera are sufficient, when added to 
pollard, to destroy at least 20,000 rab- 
bits, without considering the spread 
of the disease from one animal to an- 
other. As bright sunshine renders the 
microbe-infected 
food 
harmless in 


three hours, it is recommended that 
the poison pellets be scattered over the 
field near sunset.

Officers "Called Down" by Beef Court 


Have No Option in th« Matter. 


Washington, May 9.—A very close 


friend of General Miles and an officer of 
the army, when asked if there was any- 
thing for the general to say or do in re- 
gard to the report of the beef board, re- 
plied: "There is nothing for him to say 
or do. The report has been approved by 
the president, and the president is the 
commander-m-chief 
of 
the 
army. 


Criticism of the report or any other 
action would be a violation of military 
duty."

"Jerry" Qninn Had Been on a 


Protracted Spree.

Took an Overdose of Chloral. 


"Jerry" Qoinn, a tramp printer whose 


love of mm cost him a wife and pretty 
baby girl, strolled into ihe York Cour- 


t ofiice about a year ago and asked 


for a dime. He was a good, clever fel 
ow and appeared very anxious to gt t 
work. 
The proprietor thinking that 


'•Jerry" was like the usual run of print- 
era on the road set him to work, expeci- 
ng of course that he would tire and 
eave after getting a dollar or so. 


Not so "Jerry." He labored early 


and late and made himself so valuable 
a man about the establishment that Mr. 
Plaisted hugged himself 
with glee. 


There was nothing that his new man 
ould not turn his hand to and was al 
ways willing to do more. 


Things went along for some weeks 


and then somebody gave tha new man 


drink of cider. The old craving for 
iquor returned and he went on a spree. 
5e sobered up, appeared to be much 
ashamed and worked with increased 
energy and vigor. At stated intervals, 
lowever, the longing for liquor was too 
strong for him to successfully combat 
and he would have his drunk. 


Some weeks ago Quinn made his first 


appearance in police court here. He 
was fined and his employer paid the 
fine and the man returned to work. 


About ten days ago "Jerry" left his 


work and went oa the worst drunk of 
the year. 
He was picked up on the 


street here and fined in police court the 
next morning but that did not have the 
dasired effect. The love of liquor was 
over powering and ha kept full. 


Tuesday morning "Jerry" awoke at 


liis boarding place in York with terri- 
bly shaking nerves and bordering on 
the delirium tremens. ! He would re- 
form and at once. He had part of :A 
bottle of medicine obtained from some 
Keeley cure and this he took at stated 
intervals. It made him sick and he 
went to a physician. The physician 
gave him a little vial containing chloral 
hydrate and told him how to take it. 


Jerry must have taken an over dose,,
